Mr. J. U. Ilett iiaitc-iis ty set liiu.^fJf 
right oa the "reaideiico" cuutruvorey. 
He deuitis having written or in any \\:\y 
couuteuHncedthestupidurticIo of thoTiniua 
on the residential qualificattun of votura 
aa school trustees.

aEWERAGE. 

Coun. Tengue's plan of laying wooden 
gutters through the streets and carrying 
the surface drainage into the hiirbur seema 
to be affording much satisfaction, althougli 
it ia as yet loo soon to pronounce it an 
unqualified success. Several heretofore 
offensive localities uf which we wot have 
been made sweet and wholeaomo by tho 
adoption of the new system. In a few 
weeks tho value of tho improvement will 
bo better understood than at present aiitl 
meanwhile it ia hoped that the maycjr and 
councillors will energolically push tlie 
good work of city purification which they 
have HO energetically commencod. A 
Victorian now resident at Santa Barbara, 
California, aeiula the editor a copy of ii 
late number of a local newapaper which 
coiitaina a rcp.irt of the procoodniga of a 
public meeting held in that place and 
from which ihe following kj extracted: 

"Hon ObarlesFeruald was chosen presi- 
dent of tho meeting, and explained in a 
concise, informal talk, tho purposes for 
which tho asaomblago was called. Tho 
report of G. F. Allardt, civil engineer, 
who had been engaged to investigate the 
matter and to draw up plana and speciti- 
cations for a sewer, was road. The plan 
contemplates a sewer made from gla/.ed 
earthen pipes, si.t, eight, and ton incliea 
in diameter and sunk in the earth to a 
depth of about live feet. Tho discharge 
is to bo had into the ocean, tho eewer be- 
ing carried out uiiiler the wh.irf a diatance 
of about 1700 feet from ahoro. Cap am 
Greenwoll, who from his long official con 
nection with the coast survey, is probably 
better acquainted with tho movement of 
tho ocean, in, and about the channel, 
than any other person, heinu' reii'icsted to 
give his opinioiijffii regard to feasibility of 
depositing sewage^- into the ocean, .slated 
that he biJjefsd tllero would be no uii- 
pleasantrMR'^>^l^>"us results if the .sewage 
mattei?'''-{ra8 "deposited 2,000 feet from 
shore. He stated there waa no appreci- 
able current in tho waters along the 
shore, and tliat the movoniont of the 
floating articles along tho coast was Uuo 
to wind and wave action, which waa gen- 
erally to the eastward. Ur Winchuater 
concurred in tho opinion Mayor Coffin 
BUSgested a sub.scrip'ion to lighten the 
burden ^if conatructing tho sewer, which 
would f.ill on parties on the lower end of 
State street, who owing to tho fuiit that 
the sewer would bo too high to properly 
drain their lots, would not be much bene- 
fited thereby. A sub.scription headed by 
Mr. Ale.xaiider for SlOO was promptly 
started, and about A'Mi) subscrilied at 
once. Messrs. Eolla, I'l.shor and Storko, 
wore named a C{uiiinittee to circul.ite the 
subRcription. It is hop-d to raise abiuit 
$1,500 of the S8,000 necessary f.ir tho.on 
terpriae in thia manner. .\ i)etiiiiui was 
pretty generally signed by property own- 
era on State street, re(|ueating llie city 
goveriimeiu to proceed ivith theiuices- 
sary legislation to begin Ihe work. The 
meeting was quite numeroc.ily attended, 
was unanimous in feeling and all svent 
away feohng that a good beginning had 
been made. 



SUPPLY OF WATER FOR 
PENITENTIARY. 



THE 



At tho last meeting of tlio city council 
A discussion arose upon an applicatinn for 
a supply of water for the peiMtentiary to 
bo erected on Topa/.e avenuo just lieyond 
the city limits. It goes without talking 
that ualess the govornment can be assured 
of a constant supply of water they would 
be foolish to build the gaol on tho seioctod 
site. It ia absolutely iieceai,ary thai the 
(juantity of water for such an institution 



should be practically unlimited; and per- 
haps the chief reason why the lota on 
Topaze avenue were choaen was that they 
are not far from the mains through which 
the city receives its supply of water and 
can be easily tapped. Tho r9ar was ex- 
pressed at the council mooting that some 
ratepayer within the city liniira who did 
not receive a suQioient supply might ap- 
ply for an injunction to prevent water be- 
tng delivered to the penitentiary until 
every city consumur had been supplied 
with the fluid. Thia fear may be put aside 
since clause 27 of the Victoria Water 
Works Act, 1873, csproaaly conveys to 
the city corporation tho power to sell tho 
water to parties without the liniita of the 
city, ill the following unequivocal lan- 
guage:— 

The water commissioner, subject as 
aforesaid, (to the approval of the corpor- 
ation) shall have power and authority to 
supply any curjjoration, person, or per- 
sons with water, altlioinjli nut tn'iiKj ifsi- 
dent ivitliintlie City uj ['ictuiia, and may 
exercise all other powers necessary to the 
carrying out of their agreements with smdi 
corporation or persons as woU within the 
district of Victoria, Lake, Saanich, or 
other districts, as within the City of Vic- 
toria; and ho may also, from time to time, 
make and carry out any agreeinoent, 
which he may doom o.xpedient, for the 
supply of water to any railway or manu- 
factory; provided that no power or au- 
thority shall be esercised under this 
clause without the consent and approba- 
tion of the corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria. 

Hy tho adoption of a liberal policy to- 
wards the government — which tho Water 
Works Act will permit the city cor|)iir- 
ation will secure a steady cash customer 
for water which can bo sparsd and the 
sale of which will add considerably to the 
revenue. 

TME WEAKLY DKCE PTIUN OF 
THE TIMES. 

A few days ago in referring to the weekly 
edition of The Colonist, a writer remarked 
that it contained frum one to three 
days' later news than any other Victoria 
weekly. Tho atatemoiit was based on tho 
following facta: Tile Standard weekly is 
issued on 7'iit'.<i/<( ;/, but begins its travels 
towards the setting sun on tho mainland 
oil Fiidity, the day on which JVie Coluni.it 
weekly is published. Tho i\eekiy limea 
is printed on Thursday aftornoun, and 
leaveu Victoria on Fnilaij inorniiig for tho 
mainland in tho same mail with 77o' 
Ctiloni.it, which is printed on F}'idaii morn- 
ing at four o'clock, and contains one ilay's 
later nowa than the Timea and throe days' 
later nowa than the Standard. Tho Timea 
has been in the habit uf dating its weekly 
issue on Friday, although it is printed on 
Thur.nday, with the evident intention cjf 
deceiving its mainland readers, who 
naturally buy tho paper in the e.xpeeta 
tioii that it will contain news down to tho 
date on which it purports to have been 
printed. To show hov/ the deception has 
been aystetnizod the following is quoted 
from tho Timea of Friday: 

"Tho Weekly Times i.i i.i.tiicd //ii.s ;;i o /i- 
inij. It ia a large, eight- page [iiqjer, lilled 
with all tho foreign and provincial news 
of the week, brought down to the lutent 
hour before publieatioii." 

This is a palpable untruth, of course. 
Evory postofiico clerk and every mainland 
agent are awaro that the Timea is iissueil 
on Thuradaj' and not on Friday; and if 
additional evideuce were rc(juirod hero it 
is from last evening's contemporary: 

"It is (juite correct that our weekly edi- 
tion is printed on Thursday evening ami 
dated Friday.'' 

And only on Friday the same paper 
claimed that it was "issued on Friday ! " 
Tho public are loft to say whether tho 
falsehood lies with the Times, which con- 
fesses that it is iasuod on Thur.iday and 
dated Friday, or with The Colonist, which 
is printed on Friday, the day of its aalo, 
and contains one day's later news tlriii 
tho Times and three days' later news than 
the Standard. Our young friend should 
not have provoked this contruver.sy, since 
through It it hiia lust even the little 
(ireatige it onj^yed on the maiiilaiid of 
supply iiig the lateat news u heii, in reality, 
it was giving a very stale budget indued.

at the peep o' day! Stud-horse is also 
carried on, sometimes among players 
alone and sometimea with a dealer whoee 
liuly is to rake in tho larger share of tho 
protita, to allow of frequent calls on the 
maddening and poiaonou.-i supplies of the 
bar. I would respectfully ask tho Post, if 
gambling IS nut public in Vicloria, by what 
means are at least six of the leading 
drinking places of the city kept open and 
maintained all night long. Is i t for 
drinking aliniD? Surely not! 

I'nfortiinatoly for the Post's arguments, 
VIZ.: the impossibility of [irohibii ing pub- 
lic gaming because of tho nature of the

sion il men, too lazy to work, and dexto i- 
oiia in the extreme in tho trioka and 
in;ini])iilation3 of cards, 

Mr. Editor, I would like to know whe- 
ther "all'Uii(ht licenses" are granted in 
Victoria? If so, ia there any extra chaige 
for such? Those questions are pertinent, 
because pool, billiards and card playing 
for whiakey and for money are carried on 
quite vigorously without check during the 
livelong night, and in my humble opinion, 
morality and proaperiiy would be greatly 
furthered were a more wholesome and' 
rigid surveilUnce of these public placea of 
resort eslabliahod. 

Finally, as before stated, 1 am not an 
abstainer, imr am I entirely free from tho 
baneful inlluences which surround mo, 
and it is for this reason, knowing tho 
weakness of kuinan nature, I would hope 
for considerable improvement in the 
moral and social atmosphere of Victoria. 
I do not wi.sh to become very personal in 
my romarka ; bii t 1 really do hope a word 
to tho wiao will prove autlicient, after the 
sovere admonition of tho past, to do away 
with "public gambling and profesaionaU" 
forever. Tho Post, surely, does not 
think for a moment that private citizens 
have other than humans motives and 
would publish deliberate lies when they 
have noihiiiji to gain. Seeing is believ- 
ing, and if tlio I'ost, police and proprie- 
tors goad ua on ton far, they may find 
that •'Observer" and I have proof more 
than enough to diaconitit the "loveru of 
Sodom and Qomorah."

1'IIE "LiADY HEAD" IN A 
FOKEION PORT. 

What the Captain Had to Do. 

British bark Lady Head, of London, 
457 tons. Captain C. G. Conrud, sailed 
from Victoria, a few days ago, with a 
cargo of salmim, bound to the United 
Kiiiudom. Finding tho winds light and 
battling, but mo.stly from the westward, 
and being unablo to make any headway 
down the straits, her master concluded to 
anchor in Port Aiigulos harbor. On tlio 
next day tho rovoniie cutter Wolcott, 
while on a cruise, saw this foreign vessel 
in tho harbor, and, upon inquiry being 
made as to hor business iherw, Oapt. Con- 
rad informed the boarding otlicer that ho 
intended getting under way aa soon as iho 
ninds favored him and proceed on his 
voyage. He was informed that it would 
be necessary for him to enter and clear 
his vessel at tho custom house, and much 
to his discomfort .indannoyance, he learned 
that to do so he would have to go thirty 
miles up tho straits. On tho arrival of 
tho steamer Uiipatch at Port Angelus ho 
took paBsago on board, and, reaching hero 
in due time, entered and cleared in due 
form of law, and engaged the tug Tyhoo 
to tow his vessel to sea. As tho Britisher 
was leaving the wharf he expressed , his 
astonishment that this government did 
not have a customs otlicer stationed at Port 
.■\ngelo3 who could enter and clear a ves- 
sel, when that port is so near Victoria. 
Many American and foreign vessels which 
now go to Royal Roads for orders, either 
bound to British or Pugot Sound porta, 
would prefer going to Port Angeloa, as 
that iu a safe harbor, while Royal Roads 
is e.'ipoaod to tho southeast g.ilo.-i which 
blow m tho winter monlha, and proved 
fatal to four vessels three years ago. It 
is to thu interest of all concerned in the 
shipping business to have an ollicer sta- 
tioned at this important point.— /'oa/ 
iHtelliyencer.

Tho "Old English Market" which was 
hold last week turned out a great suooesa. 
By dint of enurgy the executive of tho 
market havo been enabled to realize a sum 
of S!l,000 towards the lepair fund of St. 
.John's rectory. Tho market opene.l on 
Tuesday evening at 7 o'clock, and was 
soon crowded with purciiasera and others, 
and remained so all the evening.

The most sinking 
charactoriatio of tho Engli-ah people of llial 
day would seem to have been a love of 
solid creature comfort, judging from the 
fact that the moat prominent stall bore the 
name of Tabard Inn. This stood at the 
head of tho stall, thereat ranging in a cir- 
cle from it. Next in order cauiu the 
"bee hive," where tho Mia-iea Woods dis- 
played a number of beautiful and Useful 
articles, contributed and made by chil- 
dren. Adjniniiig this was tho "silver 
shield" furniahed by Mrs. Harvey and 
assistants, and composed entirely of .ilip- 
pers of most comfortable make and i)Uali- 
ty. Next came tho "golden lleeco," pro- 
sided over by Mrs. .Johnson and Mra. 
Kent. This stall contained a choice and 
varied assortment of clothing, etc., and 
was well patronized. Thu "golden harpe" 
was tho appellation given to the art stall, 
whore Miss Jeuns and Miss Fiiilayson 
prufferod a most profuse collection of ar- 
tistic and uaeful articles, inchiding a 
handsome hand-painted five o'clock 
tea table, piano scarfs, taishioiis, lire 
acroens, fretwork goods, various paintings, 
lambrequins and other things. The 
"Scotch tyatlo," "Robin Hood" and 
"Wonderland'' were the other stalls, 
Wonderland being dolls of every variety, 
attended by iMra. Ronwick in a .J.ipanese 
court dress. Nothing that skill could ac- 
complibh to make up thu picture ^'f tho 
village was withhold.

Vlic New Fountains. 

The junction of Douglas and Govern- 
ment streets forms a triangle which two 
of tho most eiitorpriaing property owners 
in that locality — Messr.a. .1. Hoy wood and 
R. Lipsett — some time since conceived the 
idea of (ransformitig into au attractive 
pleasure grnuiid. The plan was no sooner 
mooted than activo meaiia weru utilized to 
carry it out, the subscriiitioii list soon 
amounted to 61200 with which the com 
mittoo purchased two .elegant fountains 
from a Now York firm upon thu under- 
standing that tho city council should erect 
and keep ttiein in repair. When tho 
erection is ooniploted and the surrotind- 
ing land laid out, the reaideiita will havo 
something to bo proud of and tho city will 
then bo able ti boast of an aquatic orna- 
mentation second to none on thu I'.ioitic 
coast. The ornamental spruy fouiilaiii is 
a very superior specimen of bronze sta- 
tuary, and the closer it is inspected the 
more its artistic hoauty ia to bo appreciat- 
ed. It stands 111 a ci-mented brickwork 
pond of aliuiit 25 fort circiiiiiferenco 
which will bu pl.mted with a(]uutic plants 
aud stocked with g.dd .lod ailvtr fish; tho 
pond will be protected \-y iron posts to 
which will ho attached ornainental chains 
of the same material. The base o{ the 
fountain is a 8(|u»re and represents a 
rocky boulder, from out of which spring 
tender forna and standing upon it are four 
storks with raised wing^ aa though medi- 
tating flight. A gnarled oak bout;h o^v- 
orod with ivy represents tho column, at- 
tached to which are two ornamental 
dishes, the largfe one being about 18 and 
tho smaller one about ton feet in ciroum 
furence into which I ho water will ripple 
before deaceiuling to the pond below. 
Ulinging to the top of the column is an 
oxquiaito little sylph, attached to whosu 
rutiy lips ia the horn of plenty awaiting to 
scatter the silvery sprays. The drinking 
fountain Is situated at the north end of 
the plot and is much plainer than its clas 
aic oomiianion. This fountain is uIbo 
comi)oaed of bronze and stands about 12 
foot hiyh. The pedestal is plainly hut 
very Holidiy cniiatructod. I'ljoii it stailda 
four Hjiii al columns .01 ppi iri i 'ig a doiiio 
from tho inside caiilre of which the water 
will flow. The dome is surm-JUiiied by a 
circular cohiiiin supporting two hatidsomu 
oval glolii;a which <;aii bo utilized for either 
gas or lani|)a. I'hu ivlo>le plot comprises 
about PJOOsiiuare feet, and will bo eiioloii- 
ed with aesthetically designed iron rail- 
ings resting upon stone copings; and when 
tho lawius are laid and tho shrubs and 
flowers arranged, as they will be, with ar- 
tistic taste, this minature fairy park will 
have a very pretty and attractive effect, 
and the natural beauty of its looality viill 
bu much enhanced.

RiEL'8 Trial-Mr, Corddn's Explanation 
"The B. C. Timber D'Jss-Settler's 
Grievances— The Csnauian Pacific's 
Blow- A Pompous Officul sat upon- 
News Notes from the Capital.

alEL's TRIAii. 

It was expected that the trial of Louis 

Riel would coiniuencu in Ref;iiia in about 
2 waek or tt'n duys, but it n^w .:in|>niirH 
doubtful if tiio <4overiiuuuit will bo ruady 
to go on with tho piciaL'futiou before tho 
middle of July, yutlicioiit ovidonco is at 
hand to enablu this cause celebie to com- 
mence immediately, but it is thought bet- 
ter to delay the trial a fetv weeka in order 
that the case against Kiel may be moro 
perfectly prepiired and to i^uiird ftf^'iiinst 
any technical objections which nii|^ht bo 
raised by tho counsel for the defiiiico. 
Mr. Ohriatophor liobiiisoii, Q. U. , one of 
the leading members of the Uutai'io bar, a 
conservative in polttica , and Air. B. B. 
Osier, Q. C, another able Ontario lawyer, 
a reformer in politics, have been retained 
by tho govornnioiit to prosecute tho rebel. 
With tliein will be associated a Frenc h- 
Canadimi lawyer, and one resident in the 
Northwest, while Dr. Fiset, ex-jM. i'., ha.i 
retained two or three leadins; tjuebec 
lawyers to defend Riel. It is a signill- 
cant fact that this same Dr. Fisot was ono 
of tho grit whips under the jMackeii/.io ad- 
ministration, and he it was who iduiititiiHl 
Riel before clerk of the house I'atrick 
when the rebel [jreaunted himself in tlio 
parliament buildings in 1874 t(j taku the 
oath, and sign the roll aa member for 
Prorenoher. And yet the liberals are 
fond of afHrming that none of their party 
knew anything about Kiel's visit to Otta- 
wa. This is a little too thin a story, tho 
fact of one of tlie i^'overninent whips ac- 
companyini; Riol tu the cU'rk cDiiipletoly 
disposing it. How tins action is cnusis- 
tent with that of tho Ontario government 
in 1872 of which Mr. Blake woa the ohiof, 
in offeringa reward of §5000 for the arrest 
of Riel, is loft to the unprejudieeil reader 
to say. 

.Mil. UOliUON ro TllK \-0\'.V.. 

Mr. Gordon, M. P., e.xposed a most 
ungentlemanly act on tho part of a grit 
member at the early part of tho week. 
Ho said his attention had been called to a 
statement in an Ottawa grit paper to the 
efl'fot that Mr. Ueid, M. 1\, for Caribou, 
had returned home (jii lU'eteiicu that he 
could not support the franchise bill, but 
really because he had received a telegram 
from his constituents not So support the 
government any 1 )nger unless the timber 
regulations were niodilied. Llo liiul tolo- 
graphod Mr. Reid on the ."iubj^ct, who 
had replied that the statement was utterly 
untrue. The same paper also stated that; 
an inquisitive liberal member had spoken 
to him regarding the limber regulations in 
British Columbia, that ho (Mr. Gordon) 
had stated that the B. C. members were 
not coiiauked regarding the regulatiuna, 
and that when he was asked what sort of 
a government supporter he was to alknv 
himself to be passed over he turned away 
without making answer. The statement 
that he had said the British Columbia 
members wore not consulted was oiiiirely 
untrue. He did .say, liowovur, that the 
people of Britiah Columbia ought not to 
resort to e.xtrenio measures, and that the 
grievances would be removed. Ho did 
not remember who tho geiitletnau was 
with whom ho had conversed; but he 
thought it was. an un worthy business for 
any member to repeat a private conversa- 
tion to a newep.ipur rej)ort-;r. The goii- 
tlemati who had done this would relieve 
his fellow members of tlie opposition from 
suspicion of being guilty parties if he 
would rise and explain his conduct. The 
gentleman (!) did not rise. 

B. L'. TIMUDH OI'K.S. 

. Sir John, in answer to iMr. iilake, said 
that since the opening up of your province 
and tho construction of the Canadnin 
Pacific the timber in the railway belt of 
British Columbia had been greatly en- 
hanced in value; and on the 25th of April 
regulations were passed by the governor 
in council by which an increasu in tho 
duties imposed under the regulatiims with 
respect to British Columbia waa made. 
Tho area of the Dominion timber limus 
in the railway belt was ti.xed from timo to 
time by the governor in council, llepre- 
sentations had been received from the 
British Columbia meinbeis of parli.uiieiit 
that tho limber industry was depressed, 
and tho matter was now receiving con- 
sideration at the hands of the govern- 
ment. This was the answer sent to isir 
John by tho department. To-day, I have 
it on the best autli Tity that tho timber 
dues in question will be moduit-d, and 
the intelligence will doubtless be will- 
comed by your people.

Something like progress has been made 
on tho Franchise Bill this week, moro 
than forty clauses out of the sixty-throe 
having Doeii pas.-ed in com tn it tee . Some 
amendments have been made, but they 
are of an uniinportaut nature.
